Tokio, Aug.  22.—Japanese 
cruisers have sunk the Russian 
cruiser Novik at Sakhalin yester- 
day. The cruisers Chilose anit San- 
shina attacked the Novik which 
had been heavily damaged was 
stranded and partly sunk. Jittlo 
damage was done to the Japanese 
boats. 

Shanghai, Aug. 22.—A Japanese 
torpedo boat steamed into the har- 
bor at full spead ready for action. 
A U.S. torpedo boat destroyer was 
anchored between the boat and the 
Russian cruiser Askold, which is 
undergoing repairs, The captain 
of the cruiser refused to leave the 
harbor and the Japanese intend to 
enforce neurality if China does not. 
The action of theU. S. boat has 
surprised all legations, 


Chefoo, Aug. 19.--A battle of 
hugh proportions has raged around 
Port Arthur on August 14 and 15, 
and was resumed on August 17. 


The Japanese sacrified 20,000 
more men but gained important 
advantage positicns. The princi- 
pal attack was directed against the 
left wing and resulted in the cap- 
ture ofPigeon Bay positions and 
some of the forts at Liao Shan. 


At Patun Shan the Japanese 
hastily mounted guns which did 
excellent service in aiding the 
storming of the right wing, where 
the Japs are said to have captured 
two forts of minor value, mounting 
two siege yuns and six quick firing 
guns. 

The position that the Japs now 
occupy on Liao Ti Shan peninsula 
is not clear.
